The Advocates for military Porver 
endeavour to footh us into an Opinion that the Liber- 
ties of fo powerful a Kingdom as Great Britain can never 
be over-run by an Army of eighteen thoufand Men. 
This They are pleafed to call a Handful of Men; tho 
ft is a more numerous Body than was ever kept up 
here, in Times of Peace, till of very late Years; unleis 
thele Gentlemen thould think fit to inftance the Reign 
of King James the fecond, who claim’d a difpenfing 
Power, at the fame Time, and made an open Attack 
upon all our Laws and Liberties. Nay, it is a much 
larger Number than was thought fufficient for our Se- 
curity at home, even during the two laft Wars, whilft 
a Pretender to the Crown was putlickly entertained at 
the Court of France, and Lowis the 14th lay under the 
ftrongeft Temptations, both of Principle and Intereft, to 
difturb us at home, in order to divert us from pufhing 
the War with Vigour abroad. 

Befides, thefe Gentlemen often forget Themfelves, and 
contradi&t one another in the Courfe of this Debate ; 
for though, in fome Places, They endeavour to ridicule 
our Apprehenfions of Danger from fo fmal/ an Army i 





yet, in others, They plead for the prefent Number of 


Forces, becaufe if We keep up any Army at all, it 
ought to be fafficient to defeat any Atcempts, either 
by foreign Invafion, or domeftick Infurrettion 5 That is, 
faficient to awe and fubdue the People of Exng/and, as 
well as any foreign Power, that may invade us ; for as 
Mr, * Yretcharavery july obferves, gbug drtay xbich 
can do no Hurt, can do no Good.

We were in Hopes, indeed, that the late Treaty of 
Vienna would have put fuch a cefireable Opportunity in 
his Hands, and therefore a Redudion of the Army was 
propos’d and vigoroufly fupported by a great Number of 
Gentlemen, in the Jaft Seffion of Parliament ; but a cer- 
tain honourable Gentleman iniifting very firongly on the 
Neceflity of keeping Them up, for one Year Jonger, ia 
order to fee whether the feveral Powers of Europe would 
acquiefce in the Difpofitions made by our /ate Treaties, 
the Mgjority thought §< to concur with Him ; and fince 
none of thofe Powers have endeavour’d to embruil the 
prefent State of Affairs, We have the utmoii Reafon to 
expect, nay to depend on a Reduion this Year, when 
the Expediency of fome Eafe to our Trade and Manufac- 
tures is fo generally acknowledg'd on all Sides, however 
We may differ about the Means. 

I am unwilling to fpecify any particular Number of 
Men, to which our Army ought to be reduced in the 
prefent Juncture ; becaufe I think no mifitary, ftanding 
Ferce at all ought to ve made a Part of our Conftitution, 
nor even kept up from Year to Year, more than is fuffi- 
cient to Man our Garrifons at home and abroad; but 
whatever Reduction our Superiors may be pleafed to 
make, I hope it will confift in the breaking of iasire 
Corps, or Regiments; a. That is the on/y Reduétion, 
which can give us any Relief from the Danger, ur any 
confiderable Eafe from the Expence of a ftanding Army + 
for it ought to be particularly obferv’d that above half

There are many Inftances of Nations, which have 
been fubdued by a much fmaller Number of mere-nary 
Troops, than Thofe at prefentin Difpute ; and, perhaps, 
I might add that no People in the World are more liable 
to thefe Dangers than We in Eng/and, where there are fo 
few firong Places, and Thole in the King’s Hands, as 
well as the Militia and the civil Magifiracy; befides the 
vaft Influence, which the Difpofition of Employments, Of- 
frces and Honours, ecclefialtical, civil and military, gives 
Him over many of the Nobility, Gentry and others, in 
every County. What therefore could a: rude, unarm'd, 
undifciplin'd Multitude do ayainft fuch a firm, united, 
and well-compaéted Force, even fuppofing there were 
no ftanding Army to oppofe Them ? But when it is back'’d 
with a Body of eighteen thoufand regular Troops, nothing 
but a Miracle could make any popular Infurrefion fac- 
cefiful, whatever Provocations there might be for it; 
efpecially, if We confider the farther Reilraint of the Riot- 
4, which is fufficient of it felf to cruth any fuch At- 
tempt in its Infancy; and thus the People, in a bad 
Reign, would be oblig’d to fubmit to any Burthens, 
which their Governors might think fit to lay upon Them. 

~ mention This, only to thew the Dangers of /juch a 
Power, in general, without defigning to infinuate that 
We have any Reafon to fear the bad Effeéts of it, at pre- 
fent ; but it certainly behoves a wise People to take fome 
Care for Pofterity ; and as We have often been reduced 
to the unhappy Neceffity of afferting our Liberties, Sword 
in Hand, fo We onght not to diveft ourfelves, or our 
Children, of the fante Means, if They fhould ever be- 


come neceflary, in Times to come ; for no People can be

That is, not fo much to prevent any Invafion from 
abroad, asto keep Them in a proper Subjection to Emg- 
land; for They are certainly a People of avery ftub- 
born Spirit, and do not pay their Taxes with the fame 
Alacrity with their Neightours alittle more fwthward. 
As an Enzlifoman therefore I can have no Objeétion a- 
gainit bridiing of Srotjand; though I might, perhaps, be 
of a different Opinion, if I had been born on the other 
Side of the Tweed. But I muft beg Leave to with, on 
the fame Principle, as an Englifbman, that We had 
fome Security that the Forces, which may be neceffary 
for that Employment im Scotland, fhall never be made 
Ule of for the fame Purpofe here; and I think it. would 
not be unreafonable to make it equally penal, by Law, 
for thofe Forces to pafs the Tweed, as it was for the 
Roman Army, employ’d abroad, to pafs the Rudicon.

It is natural to make one Reflection on the Tenor * 


of all thefe Arguments; by which the honourable Gen- 
tteman and his Advocates feem refolv'’d to fulfil the 
Predition of a Facobite Writer, at the Beginning of 
his late Majelty’s Reign, who endeavoured to terrify the 
Freeholders of Great Britain with Apprehenfions that, if 
the Whigs prevail’d, They mutt expeét to be govern’d 
by a flanding Army. 

There are two Arguments more, againft any Reduétion 
at prefent, which I fhall only juft mention, with a fhort 
Remark upon each. 

One was ftarted by a very witty Gentleman, who hath 
lately diftingulfh’d Himfelf by his Speeches at home. This 
worthy Orator was pleafed to obferve that the many /can- 
dalous and feditious Lidels, which had been lately {pread 
about the Kingdom, were a fufficient Proof that the Spirit 
of Facobitifin was not yet extinguifh’d, and therefore We 
Ought not to reduce any,of our Forces. But to This it 
was reply’d, ina proper Place, that, even fuppofing the 
Faét to be true, (and it would be meer Farce to difpute 
it with fuch a Gentleman) a flaiding Army of Scris- 
BLERs feem'd to bea more natural Expedient than a 

anding Army of So.visxs 5 and, God knows, the pre- 
fent Adminiftration, or any Adminiftration, will never 
want fuch a Support ! 

The other Argument, hinted at above, was advane’d by 
&@ Gentleman, equally rmurkable for his Negotiations a- 
broad; who picaded againit the Reduétion of the Army, 
becaufe the Common Counct! of London thought fit to reject 
a Propolal for fetting up King Wil/iam’s Statue in Cheap- 
fide, where They had lately got a Conduit pull'd down, 
with fome Difficulty, which had proved a great Nuifance 
to Them. From hence one would naturally conclude 
that eighteen thoufand Men ought to be maintain’d for 
fetting up Statues, in Defyance of the Citizens ; and it 
may, perhaps, feem furprizing to fome People that they 
hive not yet been employ’d in that Service. 

I am forry that I cannot treat {uch Arguments as Thefe, 
for the Continuance of a large ffanding Army, without 
Ridicule s which I know is very difagrecable to the 
Gentlemen on the other Side. But it is, indeed, impoffible 
to avoid it ; and I fhould be really afhamed to mention 
Them at all, if They did not proceed from Perfons, to 
whom We are obliged to pay more than ordinary Defe- 
rence. ‘They muft therefore give me Leave to apply the 
Words of a late minifferial Writer, in Favour of Excifes, 
to the prefent Purpole. —— This the Free-Briton bath 
paved at in Print, and his Patrons have not Liufh'd to 
do it in Places, where fuch Fallacics were not altogether fo 
becimingly introduced. 

For my Part, I think They h:d much better fpeak 
out at once, and confe/s, without any Hefitation, that 
the present Number of military Forces is neceffary to fup 

rt a certain Scheme in Agitation, which They find to 
Seve difagreeable to the general Inclinations of the 
People. 

f fhall therefore conclude my prefent Argument with 
obferving thst a perpetual /handing Army of eighteen thou- 
fand Men was even lately thought fo unjuftifiable a Sub- 
yeet, that the minifterial Writers ufed to contend for 
it only, during the wafettled State of Affairs, and pro- 
mifed us that We fhould be relieved from fome Part of 
it, as foon as They were adjuiied ; but the Arguments, 
made Ufe of laft Year, give us the moft dreadful Ap- 
prehenfions, as They are founded on the Neceflity of 
keeping up the fame Number of Forces at all Times. 
However, fince the honourable Gentleman in the Ad- 
miniftration was pleafed to infift upon it, for one Year 
only, till We faw whether the Powers of Europe would 
acquiefce in our /ate Treaties, and noth'ng to tke con- 
trary having appear’d, We hope that He will have the 
Goodnefs to defire it no longer; for if the fame Number 
of Forces: thould be now continued, We can have no 

eafon to expeft a Reduélion at any Time; and thus 
a fianding Army of near cighteen thoafand Men will, 
indeed, become a Part of our Conftitution ; or rather 
our antient, civil Conftitution will be in Danger of be- 
ing converted, by Degrees, into a military Guvernment. 

The bonourable Gentleman was of the fame Opinion 
Himéelf, and reafon'd moft vigoroufly for it, in the. 
Year 1718. I could with that his Speech, at that Time, 
were extant, as well as That in the Year 1732, that We 
might have the Pleafure of comparing ‘Them together, 
and from thence forming a Judgment whether the Cou n- 
very Gewtieman, or the Minister, fpoke moft 
hike an bone Englifbman and a Man of Senfe. 

But whatever his former, or his prefent Opinion may 
be upon this Head, We rely on his Maje/y’s moft gra- 
cious Promife, and the Wifdom of our Reprefentatives 
fr fuch Relief, as They thall think mof proper and 
expedient, in ovr prefent Circumfances.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

Hague, Dec, 5. N.S. The Statesof Holland feparated 
yelterd.y, after having given their.Confent to a Reduction 
of the Army. This Reform is to confift in a Suppreffion 
of the lait Extraordinary Petition 5 that is to fay,~in ca- 
fhiering the Augmentation then made, amounting to 8 or 
10,000 Men. The great Penfionary S/inge/andt, who 
knows the Exigences of State, no Body better, and ftea- 
dily purfues its true Intereft, was a great Stickler againft 
this Reduétion in the prefent Junéture, when certain 
thick Clouds feem to te gathering, and may poflibly di- 
fturb the prefent Calm of Europe: But there were pow- 
erful Members of the Regency, whofe Initructions were 
pofitive. However, that able Minifter prevailed fo. far, 
that this Reform is not to take Place till the Month of 
May next, and the Pay isto be continued upon the pre- 
fent Foot till then. 

Their High-Mightineffes at the fame time confented 
to the Equipment of a Squadron of 10 or 12 Men of 
War, defigned for the North, as fome will have it; but 
this is more than the moft confident of them can tell. 
However, the Republick will thereby be enabled to ful- 
fil her Engagements, if any Broil fhould happen; neither 
can fhe be faid to difarm, while fhe fupplies by Sea what 
fhe takes off by Land. 

Calais, Fan. 5. N.S. A Criminal was executed in 
our Market-Place laft Week, and when taken from the 
Gallows for dead, his Friends carried him to the next 
Church to have fome Maffes for his departed Soul ; when 
to the Amazement of the Congregation, the fuppofed 
dead Man got up upon his Legs, and fpoke; whereupon 
they took him immediately away, and put him to Bed;

but had no Iffue by her; wherefore the Honours and 
Eftate devolve upon his Brother, i‘hilip Howard, now 
Duke of Norfolk. His Corpfe is-to be interr’d at A- 
rundel in Suffex. His Grace was 49 Years of Age on 
the gth of this Inftant. 

The Earl of Burlington has prepared a Plan for build- 
ing a ftately Houfe in Pall-Mall, upon the late Lord 
Carleton’s Ground, for his Royal Highnefs the Prince 
of Wales. 

On Saturday laft the Commiffioners for managing be 
Corporation for the Relief of the poor Sea Officers Wi- 
dows, met at the Admiralty-Office ; when feveral poor 
Widows petition’d and laid in their Claims to ‘the Be- 
nefit of the faid Charity, and the fame were receiv’d 
and read; and fome were admitted to have the Bene- 
fit of the fame, when the first Payment is to be made. 

Saturday Morning a General Court was held at the 
India Houfe, when Sir Matthew Decker being in the 
Chair declared the Numbers on the Ballot for the Di- 
vidend on their Stock, whether it fhould be Three or 
Three and a Half per Cent. on their Capital for the 
laft half Year, onthe cafting up of which it was found 
to be carried by a great Majcrity for Three and a 
Half, and accordingly declared. ; 

Letters from Gibraltar dated the 5th Inftant, mention 
the following Advice from Mequinez, by way of Tetuan, 








viz, That an Boglith Ship, with a confidesable Namber 








of Chriftians on board, having been brought into Salee, 
by one of their Cruizers, the Britith.Coniul fet out for 
Mequinez, to folicit her Releafement of the King, tak- 
ing with him a Jewifh Rabbi, named Salome Namias, 
skill’d in the Language, and’a Friend to the Englifh, who 
went from this City about four Years ago to refide for 
fome Time at Sallee as a Falor to fome Jew Merchants, 
leaving his Wife and Childsen here: On his Arrival at 
Court with the Conful, they were admitted to an Au- 
dience, and the Rabbi labouring hard to induce the Em- 
peror to reftore the Prize, Adiniral Perez, late Embafla- 
dor to the States of Holland, publickly accuied him of 
fendiag early Intelligence of their fitting out Privatecrs, 
and with what Defigns, to Gibraltar, from whence it wag 
foon fpread among the Ciniftians ; and averring that the 
Caufe of their Cruizers being fo unfucceisful. was chiefly 
owing to Salome Namias; and this Charge being fupport- 
éd by others concerned in the Cruizers, the King declared 
he fhould be burnt alive. On this the Jews, who are 
pretty numerous in thofe Parts, offer'd 40,000 Ducats 
to fave his Life, he being a Perfon greatly efteem'd by 
them; but the King would not hearken to them, yet 
twice offer’d him his Life, on Condition he would abjure 
his Religion ; but the Rabbi, de‘pifing Life on thofe 
Terms, was accordingly burnt ; and although the Jews 
offer’d 4000 Ducats for his Bores, that Reqveit was de- 
ny’d them, and the Fire was kept three Days, in orier to 
confume them. The King order’d Soldiers to go to Sallee 
and feize upon his Houfe and Effeéts for his Ufe, by which 
many of the Rabbi's Employers will be great Sufferers. 
His Wife ran mad on Receipt of ‘this News. 

Letters from Briftol fay, that. a few-Days ago Informa- 
tions were made on Oath, at the Council-Houfe, by feve- 
ral Mariners from on board a Ship lately arrived from 
Africa and the Weit Indies, againit the Captain of the 
faid Ship. for killing Richard Peard, one of the ftoutett 
Sailors belonging to the faid Ship, on the High Seas, in 
their Paflage from the Coaft of Aftica to Jamaica, by 
beating him violently on the Head with a thick Rope 
that had a Knot at the End of it, which bruifed him in 
fuch a Manner that he died in a fhort time after It is 
remarkable, that whilft the Surgeon was ufing his Erdea- 
vours to fave his Life, by bleeding him, &c. the Captain 
was fo inhuman as to throw Buckets of cold Wa'er upon 
him. He was committed toGoal, and is to be mov'd yp 
to London in a few Days. 

Wednefday a Commiffion pafs'd the Great Seal, con- 
ftituting —-Tyronne, Efq; (Brother of the Lord Ty- 
ronne, of the Kingdom cf Irelan!) to beone of we 
Commiffioners of the Cufioms, in the Room of Mr. 
Walker, deceafed. 

On Monday feveral large Chefts and Boxes of Money 
were brought in a Waggon under a ftrong Guard to 
the Pay-Othce at the Horfe Geards, from the Seat of 
the late Col. Norton near Poit!mouth, being the Ferfonal 
Eftete fo bequeathed and degofited in cise faid Office. 

Rob. On Sunday Night laft Mr. Rider, a noted A- 
pothecary in Ayre-ftreet, Piccadilly, pailing from the 
Sun Tavern in the Strand about Eleven at Night, was 
kneck’d down by two Street Robbers, in Duke’s Court 
oppofite to St. Martin’s Church, who robb’d him of 
a Watch and fome Silver, and beat him ina moft bar- 
barous Manner.—On Saturday lait Mr. Jones, a Muitler, 
of Ware, returning home from London, was attack’d by 
a fingle Highwayman near Chefhunt, who robbea him 
of a Silver Watch and about 15 Guineas, and then rode 
off.—The fame Day in the Afternoon a Highwayman 
well mounted on a Sorrel Horfe, robb’d two Geurtle- 
men upon Mitcham Common, of their Watches and 
about 25 1.— On Saturday Evening a Coach going to 
Hackney was attack’d by a fingle Higwayman on Cam- 
bridge Heath, ‘who took from the Paflengers iwo Sil- 
ver Watches and about 50s. in Money. He was mount- 
ed cna Bay Gelding, and has lately commitced feve- 
ral Robberies on that Road.

Catherine’s, Mrs. Mary Stukeley, 2 Widow Gentiewo- 
man; ty whofe Death an Eftate of feveral hundred Pounds’ 
per Ann. goes to Sir John Hynd Cotton, Bart Knight 
of the Shire for Cambridge —Dr. Brown, an eminent 
Phyfician, at his Lodgings in Fleetitreet.—Jofeph Thur- 
fton, of the Inner ‘Temple, Eig; —— The Rev. Mr. 
Smith, Mafter of the Free School at Tiverton. Mifs 
Wills, a Lady of about 15 Years of Age, Niece to Sir 
Charles Wills, Knight of the Bath— On Monday died 
the Rev. and Learned Mr. Charles Bertheau, a Native 
of Montrcelier in France, who was Minitter for a thort 
Time of the Proteftant Church there, and afterwards 
of one at Charenton. and after that of one at Paris, 
but was obliged after the Revocation of the Edit of 
Nantz, to come to England in 1685, about which 
Time, on Account of his great Parts and Learn‘ng, he 
was chofen Minifter of the French Church in Thread- 
needle ftreet. He died in the 76th Year of his Age, 
and befides feveral thoufand Pounds which he left to his 
Nephew, and other Legacies, he bequeathed 400 |. te 
the Poor of the faid Church in Threadneedle ftreet.
